Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 21.—The Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall and York 
have reached 
the Canadian capital 
and there was another great outpour­ 
ing of people to give them a greeting 
of loyalty and warmth. 
They left 
Montreal in their special train at 9 
a. rn. and reached Ottawa at 12:05. 
The duke, attired in his favorite uni­ 
form of adm iral of the British navy, 
alighted at once, accompanied by the 
duchess and the members of his staff. 
I They were formally received by Lord 
Minto, governor general, and escorted 
to a state barouche. A guard of honor 
from the Forty-third 
regim ent was 
drawn up across the approach to the 
depot and an escort from the Royal 
Canadian dragoons was 
in waiting. 
The dragoons reigned 
their horses 
alongside the barouche and the duke 
and duchess were driven to Parlia­ 
ment hall. 
The streets through which 
they moved were 
splendidly 
dec­ 
orated and thousands of people were 
banked behind the police aud sentry 
lines. 
It was in parliam ent hall, surround­ 
ed by the handsome group of govern­ 
ment buildings, that the formal cere­ 
mony of greeting the heir apparent 
took place, and here was gathered the 
largest crowd of all. 
The royal pair 
were cheered heartily as they entered 
the square and were shown to a flag 
covered stand. 
Here were gathered 
Prem ier Laurier and 
his 
cabinet 
Mayor Morris and the city aldermen, 
the suprem e court justices, the bish­ 
ops of the Roman Catholic and An- I 
giican churches and 
representatives I 
of a score of municipalities and or- 
flfc Ionizations.

Lemly admitted that the precedents 
were against questions of this charac­ 
ter and the court withdrew this Inter­ 
rogatory. 
It is generally 
admitted 
that this decision will have the effect 
of materially shortening the term of 
court, as will also the court’s manifest 
intention to cut out Irrelevant ques­ 
tions and all hearsay testimony. 
In 
several cases the witnesses were ad­ 
monished to relate only events com­ 
ing within their 
own 
observation. 
Admiral 
Dc wey showed himself 
a 
prompt and 
Methodical Presiding Officer. 
He called the court to order exactly 
at the designated hour and adjourned 
it just as promptly at 4 o’clock. 
The witnesses were R ear Admiral 
Higginson, who commanded the bat­

Chester, 
who commanded the cruiser Cincin­

Admiral Higginson told of Joining 
the flying squadron with his battle­ 
ship, the Massachusetts, at Newport 
News, of going to Key West, and then 
on the 22d of May, of going to den* 
fuegos, Cuba. Key W est iiad been left

Cienfuegoa 
reached on the 22d. When asked what 
was done to secure communication 
with the Cuban forces on shore he re­ 
plied ts his knowledge that nothing 
was dor,*.

Bombardment of the Colon, 
W hen Santlgo was again reached, 
Admiral Higginson said. they saw the 
Spanish ship Colon lying in the outer 
harbor.

fell short of the Colon and that the 
Spanish shore batteries had in turn 
fired at the bombarding ships.

lay at anchor, but they were not or­ 
dered to do so.

WILL RECOMMEND 


SOME NEW METHOD; 


Sub-Committee 
to Investigate 


the Timber Troubles on 


the Reservation. 


WELL 
PLEASED WITH VISITS. 


Committee will Probably go from 


Leech Lake to Red Lake 


Monday. 


United States Senator Quarles, 
chairman of the sub-committee ap­ 
pointed to investigate Indian affairs 
in the northwestern reservations,ac­ 
companied by his private secretary, 
F. W. Brahany, of Milwaukee, In­ 
dian Commissioner Jones and others, 
have about completed their visit on 
the Leech Lake reservation and they 
expect to ge to the Red Lake reserva 
lion Monday. 
Mr, Quarles said yesterday in re­ 
gard to the junket: 
“This subcommittee, of which I 
have the honor to be chairman, was 
appointed under ajoint resolution of 
both houses of congress to investi­ 
gate fully the condition of Indian 
affairs in the Northwest, in connec­ 
tion with which it has been intimated 
that there might be some scandals, 
and report to congress with such 
recommendations as the committee 
may deem best, after thoroughly go­ 
ing over the ground. 
“ We were on a Wisconsin reserva­ 
tion when the news of the president’s 
death came and a council was called 
immediately to decide whether it was 
advisable for the committee to discon­ 
tinue its trip for the present and go 
back East to attend the funeral, or 
to go on. The members of the com­ 
mittee, also Commissioner Jones, 
while their inclinations would take 
them back to pay Hie last respects to 
th** departed president, feel that 
the mandate of congress is a duty 
that must be fulfilled and therefore 
it was determined to push on. 
We could have postponed the trip 
until after the funeral, but would not 
then have time to do the work we 
have outlined. 
Commissioner Jones 
is a very busy man and he has cut 
out his work to cover so much ground 
in so many days, and he cannot go 
bock. 
“Before the president was shot, all 
the details of this trip through the 
reservations of the Northwest were 
planned, for instance, a fine house 
boat, completely furnished, has been 
hired on Cass lake in which the com­ 
mittee lived. 
“This committee regardless of what 
the past has been regarding the tim- 
G*r t roubles in the Minnesota reserva­ 
tions, will study the present situation 
with a view of recommending the 
best method of disposing of the tim­ 
ber on the reservation. 
We wish to 
know for the information of congress 
if it is best to dispose of the tim­ 
ber in bulk as it stands, have it cut 
on the reservation ami sawed there 
by Indian labor or sawed off the res­ 
ervation. 
We expect to ho abb after investi­ 
gation, to recommend one of these or 
perhaps some other method. There 
are other little matters to be looked 
into, and this, you will readily under­ 
stand, is an illustration. 
As to the 
report that contractors have in the 
post been robbing the government 
of timber, I know nothing about it 
ami would not express an opinion. 
“After we have visited the reser­ 
vations in Minnesota we will turn 
our attention to the North and South 
Dakota reservation, where there has 
been some question as to the ad visa 
Dility of discontinuing the rations of 
the Indians. 
“Our trip among the the reserva­ 
tions of Wisconsin w*as a very plea­ 
sant one and affairs were found gen 
orally satisfactory.*

and report to congress with such 
recommendations as the committee 
may deem best, after thoroughly go- 
i ng over the ground. 
“ We were on a Wisconsin reserva­ 
tion when the news of the president’s 
death came and a council was called 
immediately to decide whether it was 
advisable for the committee to discon 
tinue its trip for the present and go 
I jack East to attend the funeral, or 
to go on.

REPORT OF YEARS’ OPERATION. 


THE BIG CONFERENCE. 


Nearly 
Six 
Thousand More Pa­ 


tients Treated Than During 


Preceding Year. 


A meetiug of the Northern Pacific 
Beneficial Association was held in St. 
Paul a few days ago, and the report 
from the Sanitarium in this city gives 
some interesting data. 
Nearly six thousand more cases 
were treated at the hospitals main­ 
tained by the Northern Pacific Bene­ 
ficial association last year and by the 
I i n e s u r goon s t he as sos i a t ion em pl ny a. 
than duriug the previous twelve 
months. A report covering the year 'n 
operations, corresponding to the rail­ 
way fiscal year, presented at the an­ 
nual meeting of the association yes­ 
terday at headquarters, shows that 
28,221 c a s e s were cared for, as com­ 
pared to 22,282 last year, an increase 
of 5,939. 
The association is maintained by 
voluntary assessments levied on the 
pay checks of each employ of the 
road, the amount being graduated by 
the size of the pay check. The monthly 
contributions range in amounts from 
25 cents to ll, and in a few cases a 
little more. 
Each employ is entitled to free 
treatment at 
excellent 
hospitals 
maintained at Missoula and Brainerd 
or to attendance by line surgeons at 
points removed from the hospitals. 
The gross receipt last year, in 
small sums from the men, amounted 
to 1136,672.34. 
Economy of opera­ 
tion leaves a surplus of 118,526.10. 
This is somewhat smaller than a year 
ago, but the decrease is accounted 
for by an increased number of em­ 
ployes, represented by the Minnesota 
International railway, acquired 
last year. 
The extention of hospital 
facilities on the Pacific coast also 
decreased the surplus. 
With the in­ 
crease of 5.939 cases treated, operat­ 
ing expenses increased 118,916.02, 
carrying out the proportionate in­ 
crease of former years with hardly a 
variation. The total expense of con­ 
ducting the hospitals and maintain­ 
ing surgeons was SI 18,152.24. 
The cases treated represent every 
variety of human ailment, accident 
cases and personal injuries being 
naturally 
in 
the 
majority. 
The j 
Brainerd hospital cared for 2.434 j 
patients, the Missoula (Mont.) hospi-1 
tai for 2,2u4, the line surgeons on J 
eastern divisions 
attended 
15,568 \ 
cases and on western divisions 10,955 
cases. The increase in the work of 
the later amounts to nearly 5,000 
cases. 
General Superintendent M. C. Kim­ 
berly, of the Northern Pacific, was 
re-elected president of the associa­ 
tion. 
His assistants will remain the 
same—L. T. Chamberlain being vice 
president, W. A. Laidlaw secretary, 
C. A. Clark treasurer and H. A. 
Gray, controller of 
the Northern 
Pacific, controller of the association. 
Mr. Kimberly, Mr. Chamberlain and 
H. M. Curry compose the executive 
committee.

A meeting of the N orthern Pacific 
Beneficial Association was held in St. 
Paul a few days ago, arid the report 
from the Sanitarium in this city gives 
some interesting data. 
Nearly six thousand more cases 
were treated at the hospitals main­ 
tained by the Northern Pacific Bene­ 
ficial association last year and by the 
lice surgeons the assosiation employs, 
than during the 
previous twelve 
months. A report covering the year s 
operations, corresponding to the rail­ 
way fiscal year, presented at the an­ 
nual meeting of the association yes­ 
terday at headquarters, shows that 
28.221 cases were cared for, as com­ 
pared to 22,282 last year, an increase 
of 5,939. 
The association is maintained by 
voluntary assessments levied on the 
pay checks of each employ of the 
road, the amount being graduated by 
the size of the pay cheek. The monthly 
contributions range iii amounts from 
25 cents to ti, and in a few cases a 
little more. 
Each employ is entitled to free 
treatm ent at 
excellent 
hospitals 
maintained at Missoula and Brainerd 
or to attendance by line surgeons at 
points removed from the hospitals. 
The gross receipt last year, in 
small sums from the men, amounted 
to $136,672.34. 
Economy of opera­ 
tion leaves a surplus of 118,520.10. 
This is somewhat smaller than a year 
ago, but the decrease is accounted 
for by an increased number of em­ 
ployes, represented by the Minnesota 
A International railway, acquired 
last year. 
The extention of hospital 
facilities on the Pacific coast also 
decreased the surplus. 
W ith the in­ 
crease of 5,939 cases treated, operat­ 
ing expenses increased $18,916.02, 
carrying out the proportionate in­ 
crease of former years with hardly a 
variation. 
The total expense of con­ 
ducting the hospitals and maintain­ 
ing surgeons was $118,152.24.

SOMETHING MUST BE DONE 


Nearly Six Thousand More Pa­ 
tients Treated Than During 
Preceding Year. 


A meeting of the Northern Pacific 
Beneficial Association was held in St. | 
Paul a few days ago» and the report 
from the Sanitarium in this city gives 
some interesting data. 
Nearly six thousand more cases 
were treated at the hospitals main­ 
tained by the Northern Pacific Bene­ 
ficial association last year and by the 
line surgeons the assosiatioo employs, 
than during the previous twelve 
months. A report covering the year s 
operations, corresponding to the rail­ 
way fiscal year, presented at the an­ 
nual meeting of the association yes­ 
terday at headquarters, shows that 
28.221 cases were cared for, as com­ 
pared to 22,282 last year, an increase 
of 5,939. 
The association is maintained by 
voluntary assessments levied on the 
pay checks of each employ of the 
road, the amount being graduated by 
the sise of the pay cheek. The monthly 
contributions range in amounts from 
25 cents to $1, and in a few cases a 
little more. 
Bach employ is entitled to free 
treatment at 
excellent hospitals 
maintained at Missoula and Brainerd 
or to attendance by line surgeons at 
points removed from the hospitals. 
The gross receipt last year, in 
small sums from the men, amounted 
to 1138,672.34. 
Economy of opera­ 
tion leaves a surplus of $18,520.10. 
This is somewhat smaller than a year 
ago, but the decrease is accounted 
for by an increased number of em­ 
ployes, represented by the Minnesota 
A International railway, acquired 
last year. 
The extention of hospital 
facilities on the Pacific coast also 
decreased the surplus. With the in­ 
crease of 5.939 cases treated, operat­ 
ing expenses increased $18,916.02, 
carrying out the proportionate in­ 
crease of former years with hardly a 
variation. The total expense of con­ 
ducting the hospitals and maintain­ 
ing surgeons was $118,152.24. 
The cases treated represent every 
variety of human ailment, accident 
cases and personal injuries being 
naturally in the 
majority.

Eighteen Hundred More 
Could be Turned on at 
Once in City. 


Aldermen Wright and Halladay 
leave Monday for St. Paul in com­ 
pany with City Attorney Crowell 
and these three 
gentlemen will 
confer with 
the official* of the 
Mississippi A 
Rum River Boom 
Co., relative to the matter in connec­ 
tion with the power being furnished 
by the company for the city, the 
above committee having l*f»u author- 
im l to go to St. Paul by the city 
council at its last meeting. 
The burning question of the hour 
in connection with the electric light 
plant of this city is the inadequacy 
of power. 
It has been the sou ire of 
a great deal of discussion at almost 
every meeting of the city council for 
the past months. 
The city council 
at its last meeting realized that 
something must be done and that 
quickly. 
For a long time the presi­ 
dent of the company informed the 
council that the reorganization of 
the com ¡atny had much to do with a 
proposition that might be made and 
asked that the matter be deferred 
for a time. 
The matter has been allowed to 
drag along until now and the city 
council 
realize* 
that 
something 
should lie done before snow files. 
The superintendent of the electric 
light plant has something like ItMNJ 
lamps in the city which have already 
been placed in pewit kin, but the light 
cannot be turned on on account of an 
I Ujk|<*| uuey of po wer. He also states 
that be has application for something 
like 800 lights in addition, making 
in all 1800 lights that could lie fur­ 
nished if there was more power. 
It is not known what the commit­ 
tee which has gone to St. Paul may 
be able to accomplish with the com­ 
pany, but it is hoped that something 
definite can be arranged so that the 
city will have more power. The 
original contract with the company 
calls for 260 horse power, but some­ 
how in the franchise there was to be 
furnished, and this is thoroughly 
understood by the company, 260 
horse power in addition, making in 
all 500 home power. As it is now 
the city is using but 350 horse fiower, 
and yet $1,500 is being paid for 
power which is thought should be 
adequate. 
Many of the members of 
the city council think that luOObome 
power would not be at all too much 
under the increasing demand for 
more light. 
The city would willingly make 
some improvements at the dam if a 
lease could be secured for a longer 
term than the present one. 
The 
lease which now exists between the 
city and the water power company 
only runs six years longer and in the 
face of this it is not deemed advis­ 
able to go ahead and make any ex­ 
tended improvements. A few sug­ 
gestions have been made as to just 
what ought to be done to increase 
the power. The flumes should be 
enlarged, the main shaft extended 
and 
some larger turbin 
wheels 
should be put in. 
There are two 
wheels at present, the largest being 
only 68 inches, the smaller one meas­ 
uring 36 inches. 
It was suggested at the meeting of 
the city council held last Monday 
evening by Alderman Rowley that 
the first step that should be taken is 
to secure a competent hydraulic en- 
gingioeer to advise the council what 
would be the most leasable thing to 
do in reference to the securing of the 
additions! power. 
The machinery at the electric light 
plant is adequate for all purpo*** 
and the only fault seems to be with 
the power. The committee will try, 
if poseí ble, to make some kind of a 
deal whereby this discrepancy may 
be remedie*!.

Of course 
the result of their trip and investi­ 
gation wilt not be known for some 
time. 
It is thought that the commission 
will report favorably to Brainerd ou 
the matter, and from the following 
taken from the Bemidji Pioneer, it 
would seem that there is no other 
city making any special effort to 
secure the institution: 
Lr. G. 8. Wattam, of Warren; Dr. 
Longs!reel Walker, of Detroit, and 
Dr. j . L. Camp, of Brainerd, were 
here the latter part of last week. 
These three gentlemen comprise the 
committee appointed by Governor 
Van Sant to look into the practica 
bilitv i*f establishing in northern 
Minnesota a «auitarium for patient* 
with consumption or tuberculosis. 
Upon the judgment of these men will 
the site nrohably te selected.. 
They hive visited Grand Rapids 
Walker. Cass Lake and Brainerd, and 
in all probability the later city will 
secure their endorsement. The three 
main features to te considered in 
point of location are the railroad eon 
ueetion*. the condition of the soil 
and altitude. 
In the vicinity of Be- 
mitlji they found most favorable con­ 
ditions. but they met with but little 
encouragement for our people. 
In 
fact. Brainerd is the only town that 
appears to te making anv effort to 
land the sanitarium, and it will not 
doubt go there. 
The doctors laugh I 
at the common idea that the estol» I 
iishtneut of such a hospital in a town 
is a menace to the health of the citi­ 
zens. 
We think Bemidji has made a 
mistake in not seeking to secure this 
sanitarium.

It la allgfitly conical, ranging 
from a broad, full fore bead which dip* 
down evenly between eyea set far 
apart, to an unusual breadth at the 
apex.

President Roosevelt baa such a nose. 
It Is blunt, thick and wide at the nos­ 
trils. and there Is no curve to them 
save when In obedience to Impulse they 
dilate ami bring to visible view the 
emotional nature that vlbratee through 
every tierve and ratter le of It Is body. 
The one feature that doe* not fit Into 
the president’s face or harmonise with 
the others la the mouth. This fs unusn 
ally wide. The lips are thick and far 
apart lit repose, the teeth showing be­ 
tween them. 
The framework of the 
ltpe suggests force rather than cha rue 
ter. 
llut the strongest feature of the face 


Is the |aw. 
There le a clean sweep 
from ear to ear of smooth tanned skin 
drawn taut over a massive jawbone.

Horses 
to count 90 per cent; appointment* to 
emint 90 per cent.” The poetilion turn 
out to especially adapted for use In the 
country where hunting and shooting 
are favorite sources of pleasure to large 
house panies. This style of driving Is 
favorod by many. It does away with 
the orthodox coacbtuan, whose room to 
somethin** preferable to his company. 
Apropos of this subject, an amusing 
story I* relaten of how n certain New 
York resident once took hie afternoon 
airing in a smart shooting cart drawn 
by n pair of fine borne* driven by a 
postboy. The postilion was attired In 
the shiniest of white beaver hats, boots 
and bnwebes, spurs and guard on right 
leg and whip, all complete, with sky 
blue satin jacket.
